PHEASANT, 
RABBIT, QUAIL 
SEASON OPENS 


Sportsmen of the area will be 
up and about tomorrow morning 
in quest of pheasants, quail and 
cottontail, with the season on all 
three opening at 8 A. M. 


Pheasant tags—10 for $1—are 
required this year and all birds 
killed must be tagged. Bag limit 
is two per day, 10 for the season, 
with as many birds in possession 
as-days the season has been open; 
for example, after five days, 10 
tagged birds can be in possession. 

Although pheasants have been 
planted in the southern Tulare 
county area during the past 45 
days, indications are that the 
birds are scattered. Excellent 
hunting is anticipated in control- 
led areas at Los Banos, Fire- 
baugh and Kerman. 

After the close of pheasant sea- 
son, November 27, shooting hours 
run from a half hour before sun- 
rise to a half hour hour after 
sunset. Bag limit on quail and 
cottontail is eight per day and 
eight in possession.

READ THE LABEL ON RAINCOATS 
TO TELL TYPE OF PROTECTION |

Home Advisor 

Read the label on a raincoat be- 
fore you buy to make sure of the 
kind of protection you can expect 
from it. Consult the label also to 
learn how the coat should be 
cleaned and whether the finish 
is permanent or will be lost in dry 
cleaning or washing. 

For wear in heavy rain a gar- 
ment marked ‘waterproof’ gives 
the best protection. Such a, gar- 
ment has a finish that seals out 
water. Note whether the thread 
used for stiching also is water- 
proof to make sure dampness will 
not enter at the seams. 

The disadvantage of a water- 
proof coat is that the finish which 
seals out water also seals out air 
which makes it hot and uncom- 
fortable for general wear. Such a 
garment should have holes or 
slits under the arms for some ven- 
tilation. 

A coat labeled ‘‘water-repellent”’ 
is usually more comfortable for 
ordinary wear. It gives shower 
protection but not complete pro- 
tection in a drenching rain. Such 
coats are often made of firmly

We Only Heard

By BILL RODGERS 

WE HAVE said this before, but 
we'll say it again: The area of 
southern Tulare county included 
in the Porterville Union High 
School district needs: a _ public 
funds expenditure 
committee. 

SIX IRRIGATION districts, two 
memorial districts, the large Por- 
terville Elementary school dis- 
trict and a number of rural school 
districts, the high school district 
a hospital district, the city of 
Porterville and the county of Tu- 
lare are either spending, or are 
in a position to spend considerable 
sums of tax money for projects 
within these districts. 

IN ALL cases that have come to 
our attention, the expenditures, 
the anticipated expenditures and 
in some cases the proposed bond 
issues are worthy—they represent 
worthy projects, 

BUT THE money is all coming 
out of the same pockets and the 
supply in these pockts is 
not unlimited. 

SO WE believe that a commit- 
tee composed of a representative 
from each group in the Porter- 
ville High School district that is 
spending tax money, including 
county supervisors, could accom- 
Plish a needed piece of work if, 
in this committee,-all the cards 
were laid on the table; if all needs 
were analysed in the light of the 
greatest needs for the greatest 
humbers of people; if a certain 
priority of projects was set up 
and followed on a basis of entire 
community need rather than on 
a basis of needs in one unit of 
the community. 

IN OUR opinion that priorty 
list might well have at its top 
the irrigation districts. Unless 
the problem of water is solved, 
there is little need to worry about 
the other items. 

TOP PRIORITY for the city of 
Porterville is an adequate sewage 
disposal plant. Progress of the 
city, as of now, hinges on this 
project. 


SCHOOL NEEDS would follow 
these two items on our list. At 
the bottom would be a hospital 
and memorial buildings. 

WE REALIZE that a coordinat- 
ing committee would have a tre- 
mendous job on its hands. But we 
believe the job. is worth doing 
and that approach to the filling of 
community needs would more 
logically come through such a 
committee rather than through the 
efforts of separate boards whose 
members are working more or less 
on a basis of “‘let’s get ours and 
let’s get it. first.”

Temperature 
Influences 
Swine Gains 


Temperature and humidity have 
a definite influence on gain in 
hogs, according to findings in ex- 
periments conducted at, the Cali- 
fornia college of agriculture, Da- 
vis. ; 
The experiments showed that 
best gains were made at a tem- 
perature of 75 degrees, F., for 
hogs between 70 and 144 pounds 
and at 60 degrees, F., for hoge 
between 166 and 260 pounds. 
Bests gains in relation to ‘feed 
consumed were also shown at 
these temperatures. 


Experiments in which humidi- 
ty was the variable were run only 
at 90 degrees F. and 96 degrees 
F. 

At 90 degrees F., the data indi- 
cate that there is not much differ- 
ence in the response of hogs 
weighing over 200 pounds to re- 
lative humidities of 30 per cent 
and 94 per cent, except that the 
respiratory rate is increased at 
the higher humidity. 


At 96 degrees F. and relative 
humidity of 30 per cent, swine 
weighing over 200 pounds lost 
weight but survived for prolong- 
ed periods. When the relative 
humidity was increased to 94 per 
cent, they were immediately in- 
creasingly distressed. 


FIGS FOR FEED 

Figs are being successfully used 
in dairy and hog feeds, with the 
whole fig being fed in some in- 
stances and with a commercial 
concentrated mixture also avail- 
able. Figs have a feeding value 
about seven-eighths that of barley.

Compact Soil 
Brings Warmth 
To Citrus Grove 


By H. C. MEITH 
Farm Advisor 

Moist, fairly compact soil helps 
to keep citrus trees warm during 
the winter. Research last spring 
proved that moist, compact bare 
soil absorbs: heat from the sun 
during the day and gives it back 
to the trees during the night. 

On the other hand, a very wet 
soil needs all the heat it gets to 
evaporate the moisture in it. The 
first week or so after a heavy 
rain or irrigation, the soil uses 
so much heat in evaporation that 
it has little to give off as radia- 
tion. 

It is for this reason that irri- 
gating orchard during a freeze 
for frost protection may be of 
limited value for one night but 
after that the orchard actually 
may be made colder by water in 
the orchard. 

A well-stirred or cultivated soil 
does not absorb the heat during 
the day because the dead air space 
which forms acts as an insulator. 
Cover crops act as an insulator 
because they shade the soil from 
the sun’s rays and prevent absorp- 
tion of heat. 


Burn that dead grass in your 
irrigated pasture now, in order 
to let the sun get down to the 
permanent pasture plants under- 
neath and help promote winter 
growth.

tractor. A new project in tractor 
maintenance will be offered to 
rural boys and girls this year. 


Work has been received from 
J. Earl Coke, director of the Agri- 
cultural Extension service, that 
the college of agriculture will co- 
operate with the General Petrol- 
eum corporation and all local im- 
plement dealers in bringing trac- 
tor maifitenance training to the 
4-H Club members of Tulare coun- 
ty. 

Regional training schools wil] 
be set up to teach local leaders 
how to reduce operating costs and 
how to get more efficiency and 
more power from a tractor. A 
volunteer leader chosen from Tu- 
lare county will attend the three- 
day session with all expenses paid 
by the General Petroleum corpor- 
ation. He will return to the coun- 
ty prepared to train club members 


in tractor safety and care. 

The tractor maintenance project 
is a new departure for 4-H clubs. 
Until now, club projects have al- 
ways involved ownership by the 
club members, themselves. This 
is the first project to teach one of 
the farm skills they will eventual- 
ly need for successful scientific 
farming.

A million anglers were after

Keep that deer hide and use it. 
This is the advice of the state di- 
vision of fish and game, whose 
representatives point out that ex- 
cellent gloves and jackets can be 
made from deer hides.. After skin- 
ning a deer, the hide should be 
stretched out with the flesh side 
up and two or three pounds of 
fine salt sprinkled on it. Salting 
should be done immediately to 
protect against spoiling. Check 
with your local leather tanners 
for handling of the hide after 
this operation. — 


Foxes, minks, martens and 
muskrats may be trapped in Cali- 
fornia between November 16 and 
February 27. Trapping licenses 
are required for all persons over 
the age of 18 who take fur-bear- 
ing animals.

During the next few weeks, 

@ Extension service in Tulare 
county expects to discuss the pro- 
blem of the new crops that will 
have to be used as a substitute 
for the cotton acreage which will 
be removed from production by 
the control program. 

These discussions will involve 
the acreage probably required and 
and the market outlook for differ- 
‘ent crops as well as the cultural 
requirements and water require- 
ments necessary for their produc- 
tion. All in all this adjustment 
to be made the coming year will 
probably be one of the greatest 
changes we have had to face for 
some time. 

Sixty thousand acres of new 
land thrown on the market really 
imposes a problem for many farm- 
ers. The problem is acute because 
so many of the crops that most 
of us would think of as alternate 
crops really in themselves age 
pretty well overdone, and so a 
decided amount of care is needed 
‘tin selection of crops that will 
fit the requirements and still not

Quite a little discussion has 
been going around concerning 
new crops that we have not grown 
before, such as safflower and per- 
haps some other crops like cas- 
tor beans. At this time it doesn’t 
appear that there will be any 
considerable acreage of these crops 
grown in Tulare County. 

Safflower probably will have a 
considerable spread but it has 
limitations in Tulare county 
which are not common to the west 
side areas where flax has been 
grown successfully and care should 
be used in the selection of these 

* ew crops that haven’t been tried 
out here in a commercial way be- 
fore. 

However, from time to time ar- 
ticles will appear outlining some 
of the problems in connection with 
each of these new crops and other 
substitute crops that can be used. 
The Extension service believes | | 
that with considerable study ear- 
ly this fall it will be possible for 
most people to make the adjust- 
ments. without entailing great 
difficulty. 

Unfortunately it will be some 
time yet before actual cotton acre- 
age allotments to individual farms 
can be determined, and farmers 
+ should be aware of this and be, 
planning to make their choice of | 
next year’s alternate crops based 
on what their land is adapted to 
and what they think the market 
outlook is like.

Of this number 380 
were clothing projects, 21 food 
preservation projects, and six 
home furnishing projects. It was 
noted with interest that eight 
boys completed clothing. projects 
also. 
_ As a result of the 380 clothing 
projects, 1307 garments were 
made which included 204 head 
scarfs, 226 laundry bags 127 
skirts, 285 dresses, 66 clips, 17 
pajamas, 101 blouses, 144 remod- 
eled garments, and 137 other 
garments. To make these garments 
the 4-H girls purchased $2,268.18 
worth of material. If these gar- 
ments had been purchased in de- 
partment stores the cost would 
have been several times greater. 
Figures relating to food preser- 
vation projects show that 1120 
quarts of food products were can- 
ned, 68 pounds of food dried, 421 
pounds of food frozen, and 56% 
dozen eggs preserved.

In Testing Of County Turkey Flocks 


By W. F. ROONEY 
Farm Advisor 

Growers keeping turkeys for 

breeders may upset their whole 
testing program by nud mixed 
bacterins. 
_ Many of the mixed bacterins 
contain the killed fowl typhoid 
germ, Salomella gallinarum. Sucfi 
bacterin will not cause the disease, 
but will cause the same reaction 
in a blood test as an infection 
with pullorum disease. If mixed 
bacterins are used soon before the 
turkeys are tested, it is almost 
impossible to tell whether the bird 
is actually infected with pullorum 
disease or has recently been treat- 
ed with bacterin. 

Using bacterin well beforehand, 
two local growers had no reactors 
when their breeders were tested 
for pullorum. One _ vac¢inated 
young poults and the other two 
to three months old turkeys. 


Some Want. It, 
Some Don’t— 
Zoning, We Méan 


A general impression that some 
residents of Strathmore want to 
continue the present provisions 
for zoning, and building restric- 
tions under the ‘‘uniform build- 
ing code” and that some residents 
definitely do not, came from a 
meeting of about 100 persons 
Tuesday evening at the Strath- 
more Elementary school. 

Called by the county board of 
supervisors upon the request of 
135 petition signers, the meeting 
developed into something of an 
argument between Jack McWhor- 
ter, county building inspector, and 
Strathmore residents as to what 
can be done and what has been 
done under the building code. 

A standing vote of persons pre- 
sent showed 31 in favor of doing 
away with zoning and building 
code restrictions in Strathmore 
and 16 favoring of continuing the 
present zoning and building re- 
striction. 

The original move to getting 
zoning in Strathmore was started 
some time ago by the Strathmore 
chamber of commerce. Two public 
hearings on the matter were held 
in Strathmore, one with 15 per- 
sons present, the other with three 
present, prior to the passing of 
a county ordinance setting up the 
zoning plan. 

Opinion was expressed at the 
Tuesday meeting that dissatisfac- 
tion with the plan might have 


been avoided with more diploma- | 


tic administration by county of- 
ficials charged with supervising 
county building.
